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The Problem 


1. Nearly 1,100 North Scott. Elementary School children are being edu- 


cated in 29 ancient buildings. 


2. Tae largest building contains 4 classrooms plus basement; 24 buildings 


contain just one room. 


. Most buildings need expensive repairs; none would be adequate even 


if repaired. 


. Transportation is a major problem with so many buildings so far apart. 
- Many buildings are badly lighted and poorly heated. 


. Equalizing class size and educational opportunity is a major problem 


with classes so widely scattered. 


. Audio-visual materials and specialized teachers and equipment cannot 


be used efficiently. 


- Many potential teachers have rejected our schools because of being 


isolated from other teachers and from supervisory help. 


. The educational needs of boys and girls cannot be met in scattered 


schools, too small to provide necessary equipment, services and 
programs. 


The Need 


1. 


To put every boy and girl in an adequate schoolroom, attractive, well- 
lighted, well heated, and with neeéssary basic teaching equipment. 


- To put every boy and girl within reasonable travel time from his class- 


room, based on minutes of travel time, rather than on miles. 


. To improve our educational programs in reading, social studies, 


science, arithmetic, language arts, physical education, vocal and instru- 
mental music. 


. To make modern teaching materials and equipment available in every 


classroom. 


. To improve teaching conditions by giving teachers more time to teach 


and prepare, and by not misusing their skills in custodial and clerical 
tasks. 


The Answer 


Two identical new buildings, centrally located in the east half and in 
the west half of the district, will provide a solution to the problem and 
an answer to the need in the North Scott School District. They will be 
large enough to allow improvement in the educational program, will be 
within a reasonable distance of every home ( rural homes as well as town 
homes), will be attractive to potential teachers, and will give the maxi- 
mum in educational return for each tax dollar. 


The Cost Of The Bond Proposal 


1. The total amount of the bond issue is $615,000.00. 
2. This means a raise in taxes of 1.7 mills. 


3. This will mean an increased tax of $1.70 for every $1,000 of assessed 
valuation. 


4. A farm assessed at $10,000 means an increase of $17.00 in taxes. 


5. A house assessed at $4,000 means an increase of $6.80 in taxes.
